London special: Tlie battle of the 
Alsne. which has ♦•mimed for eitfht 
days, has been the most saimuinary 
battle In the history of the world. At 
least 2,600.000 men have contended 
With the utmost ferocity. The Ger 
are opposing 1,100,000 to an al- 
force of 1,. -.00,000. 
This estimate of the forces engag-.J 
may lie retained, because It can he as- 
sumed that Hermann ami allies have 
obtained reinforcements to Mil the 
gaps made by bullet, shell and bay- 
onet. These troops, after a series of 
engagements each vital to the general 
combat, are stretched from north of 
Noyon to north of Montfaucon, on a 
line which forms an obtuse angle, run- 
ning southeast from Noyon to Cra- 
onne, Berry Au liao and Rheims. ami 
thenceforth east and northeast to 
Montfaucon and the forest of the Ar- 
gonne. This is the main battle line 
where human endurance is being put 
to unimaginable strain to determine 
whether or not the Germans can again 
assume the offensive against I'arls, or 
tf they are to be broken and hurled 
back over the frontiers of Belirluni. 
Luxemburg and Lorraine. Up to the 
^present it is a drawn batt'e. The Ger 
mans, evading attempts to envelop 
their right and left wings, and them 
selves developing a strong offemlve in 
the center of the battle line, which is 
east and north of Rheims, have the ad- 
vantage of entrenched ami fortified po- 
sitions, defenses calmly and skillfully 
pared by the German engineers at 
three weeks ago. The terrible 
ter of the past eight days has 
due largely to the attempts of 
allies to capture by frontal attacks 
infantry and light artillery the kev.

DESCRIBED BY A NOVELIST I

way of escape. 

The vehicles were tailcnlM., for which 
the rich paid fabulous prices; motor- 
cars which had escaped military requi- 
sition, farmers' carts, laden with sev- 
eral families and piles of household 
goods; shop carts, drown by burses al- 
ready tired to the point of death t>e- 
cause of the weight of the people who 
crowded behind; pony traps and gov- 
erness carta. 

Many persons, well dressed and be- 
longing obviously to well lo do bour- 
geoisie, were wheeling bnrrows Ilka 
costers, but Instead of trundling cab- 
bages were pushing forward sleeping 
babies and little children, who seemed 
on the first stage to And new amuse- 
ment aud excitement lu the Journey 
from borne. But for the most pffrt {"hey 
trudged along bravely, carrying their 
babies und holding the hands of tbelr 
little ones. . - i »

Heroic Women of Culture. 

They were of all classes, rank and 
fortune l>eing annihilated by the pom- 
pon tragedy. Klcgant women whose 
Jhcniity Is known In Paris salons, 
Nvbose frivolity iierhaps In the past 
was the main purpose of their lives, 
were now on a level with the peasant 
mothers of the French suburbs, and 
tbelr courage did not fall them so 
quickly. 

I looked into many proud, brave 
faces of these delicate women, walking 
In hlgb heeled shoes, all too frail for 
nard. dust; roadways. They belong- 
ed to the same race and breed aa 
those ladles who defied death with fine 
disdain upon the scaffold of the guillo- 
tine In the great revolution. 

They were leaving Paris now, not be 
cause of any fears for themselves— I 
believe tbey were fearless-but be- 
cause they bad decided to save the lit- 
tle sons and daughters of soldier fatb-

When I met many of them tbey were 
almost beyond the power of 
Their tongues clave ti 
wttb thirst. 

Some of them bad thnt wild look in 
tbelr eyes which is the first sign of 
the delirium of thirst aud fatigue. 
Nothing to eat or drink could be found 
on the way from Paris. The little 
roadside cafes bad been cleared out 
by the preceding hordes 

Unless those jieople carried their own 
food and drink, tbey could have none 
except of tbe charity of their comrades 
in misfortune, and that charity has ex 
ceeded all other acts of heroism In this 
war. Women gave tbelr lust biscuit, 
their lust little drop of wine, to |>oor 
mothers whose children were famish 
Ing with thirst and hunger; peasant 
fed other women's babies when 
their own were satisfied 

A Highway of Tragedy. 

It was a tragic roud. At every mile 
of It there were people who hud faint- 
ed on the roadside and poor old men 
and women who could go no fun her 
but sat on (he hanks below- the hedges.

Farm 
ers' carts bad bolted Into MM and 
lost tbelr wheels. Wheelbarrows, too 
heavy to be trundled, bad been tilted 
up with all their household goods split 
Into the roadway aud tbe children hud 
been carried farther, until at last dark- 
ness came and their only shelter was a 
haystack in a Held under the harvest 
moon 

I looked back upon the beauty of 
Paris all golden In the light of the 
setting sun, with its glinting spires and | 
white gloaming palaces and rays of 
light flashing In front of the golden 
trophies of Its monuments. Paris was 
stil! unbroken. No shell bad come 
shuttering Into this city of splendor, 
and I thanked heaven that for a little 
while the peril had passed. 

Good Stories of the War.

Women Nurses In 

"Anion- h party or nurses who left 
Folkestone for the front." says the 
London H.illy Mall correspondent 
"were a number of women wenrlng 
riding breeches and spurs and long 
coats and helmets similar to those 
worn In the tropics. 

"Their duties win be to ride over the 
battlefield and look for the wounded 
and render first aid. after which the 
other nurses will -onvey the stricken 
soldiers to the base hospital In motor 
cars it la pointed out that many 
wounded have died owing to not hav 
Ing received Immediate attention on 
the field." 

A Novel Situation. 

A newspaper correspondent made a 
motor trip m Brussels und tells of be 
Ing ambushetl by Germans. He says: 

"We first sighted 
pmnchlng a railway 
side of Aerschot. There were a bun 
drwl of ihem waiting for us behind I 
hedge, with rifles leveled. When a him 
dred yards away nn officer In the trail 
Ing gray cloak step|»ed into tbe middle 
of the rond and held up hut 
called out:

"I Jammed on the brakes. 

"'Are you Knglish?' the 
unruled none too pleasantly.

"Imagine standing In the middle of 
a Belgian roud. surrounded by German 
so'diers who looked as though they 
would rather shoot you than not, and 
discussing the relative merits of hotels 
at Atlantic City with an officer of an 
Invading army !"
